and an Indian scout mado prepar 
ations for a tour on horseback with 
a pack horse accompanying them. 
Deputy Sheriff Schworin, who had

beon apprised

suspicions by Justice Parks started 
out Monday morning 
about fifteen 
minute&.ridV behind tho quartette,

Tho pursuing party kept near in
